A record of $689,391 ivas ear­ 
marked in the war d ep a rtm e n t’s 
annual appropriation for the bulk 
of expenses, and General Malin 
Craig, chief of staff, said congress 
probably would be asked for "con­ 
siderable increases.’’ 
Maneuvers involving large bodies 
of troops, air forces aud teaming

are 
"essential,’’ 
General Craig told a house com­ 
mittee, to prepare th e army "to 
execute its mission in national de­ 
fense."

(ZP)— Up­ 
on a cheering, gala joint session 
of congress. President 
Roosevelt 
and Chief Justice Hughes impress­ 
ed today the thought that the in­ 
dividual liberty guaranteed by the 
constitution is this 
nation's 
de­ 
fense against those who 
would 
destroy democracy. 
Gathered in the big hall of the 
house of representatives w e r e the 
members of both branches of con­ 
gress, 
commemorating the first 
meeting of the national 
legisla­ 
ture under the constitution, 150 
years ago today. With them were 
the members of the cabinet, the 
supreme court, the heads of the 
army and navy, 
and the diplo­ 
matic envoys of more ‘ dan 
50 
foreign countries. 
Nothing Worn Ont 
It was an occasion for tradition­ 
al American patriotic speech-mak­ 
ing, for tribute to the founders of 
the country, aud to the constitu­ 
tion. But Mr. Roosevelt and Chief 
Justice Hughes made it also an 
occasion for reviewing a century 
and a half of democracy, what it 
nas meant and what it promises 
to mean to the people of America. 
They found their thoughts follow ­ 
ing similar channels. 
"Today,” said 
the 
president, 
"with many other 
democracies, 
the United States will give no en­ 
couragement to the belief that our 
processes are outworn, or that we 
will approvingly watch the return 
of forms of government which for 
two thousand years have proved 
their tyranny and their instability 
alike.” 
He aer veil notice, too, that the 
United States would not 
stand 
j passive and silent while religious 
' liberty was denied in other lands, 
but would use every 
"peaceful 
means” to preserve religious and 
personal freedom. 
No Curb On R eligion 
"W here 
democracy is snuffed 
out there, too, the right to wor­ 
ship God in one’s own way is cir­ 
cumscribed 
or 
abrogated,” 
he 
said. "Shall we by 
our 
passive­ 
ness, by our silence, by assuming 
the attitude of the 
Levite 
who 
pulled his skirts 
together 
and 
passed by the other side lend en ­ 
couragement to those wrho today 
persecute religion or deny it? 
"The answer is ‘no,’ just as in 
the days of the first congress of 
the United States it wras ‘no.’ ’’ 
Chief Justice Hughes said the 
most significant fact in connec­ 
tion with the anniversary "is that 
after 150 years, notwithstanding 
expansion of territory, 
enormous 
increase in population and 
pro­ 
found economic changes, despite 
direct attack and subversive 
in­ 
fluences, there is every indication 
that the vastly preponderant sen­ 
timent of the American people is

POST PLANNED 


Olander Reports Funds 
for Delta County 
Project Asked 


If the state legislature gives Its 
approval to the budget proposed 
for the Michigan state police 
a 
new post, will be established 
In 
Delta county, it was 
stated 
by 
Commissioner Oscar G. Olander, 
head of that 
organization, 
who 
came to Marquette for a confer­ 
ence with Captain O. E. Demaray, 
commander of the upper 
penin­ 
sula division. 
“Our setup in the peninsula,'' 
Commissioner 
Olander 
said, 
“would be materially improved by 
the addition of a post 
in 
Delta 
county. For months we have been 
requested by residents and offi­ 
cials of that county to establish a 
post there and we recognize 
the 
need of one, but what we do will 
depend entirely upon the action of 
the legislature.” 
The proposed Delta county proj­ 
ect, Olander said, calls for 
con­ 
struction of barracks with 
WPA 
aid, the state to put up about $5,- 
000 and the WPA $10,000. Plans 
for the building have been draw’n, 
but a site will not he selected un­ 
til the legislature acts 
on 
the 
budget. One site under considera­ 
tion is In Gladstone and another is ( 
in Escanaba, but no decision 
has 
been made. 
H oughton W ants Post 
Mr. Olander said he also had 
been urged to establish a state po­ 
lice post in Houghton county, but 
that no decision had been reach­ 
ed. He indicated that he favored 
such expansion of the upper pen­ 
insula force, but added that there 
appeared to be no immediate pros­ 
pect of going through with it. He 
pointed out that the state police 
service has been expanded rapidly 
in the last few years and that fur­ 
ther growth is limited not only by 
the amount of money available for 
buildings, but by the budget for 
training and maintenance of per­ 
sonnel. 
“With the funds we have avail­ 
able for 
personnel,” 
he 
stated, 
‘we have difficulty 
in 
manning 
the number of posts we have at 
present. Every new post means ad­ 
ditional personnel and an increase 
in payroll.”

in April. The school is sponsored 
by the U. P. Association of Law- 
Enforcement 
Officers,

Mr. McCormick is president.

commission law' Is intended to pre­ 
vent. 
‘‘This is an out and out political 
laid on the conservation d epart­ 
ment. The sportsmen of Michigan 
will Uke it no better because it 
is disguised. 
“ Four years ago a 
group 
of 
Michigan’s sportsmen’s clubs asked 
all candidates for governor In the 
primaries to make known their 


stajid on tho staggered commis­ 
sion law. 
Gov. Fitzgerald, Uien 
running for office, was the first 
of the field to reply. 
He did not 
hedge or qualify his answer. 
Ho 
praised tho staggered commission 
law% said taking conservation out 
of politics had made Michigan a 
leader in the field, and added that 
he was ‘unalterably opposed to 
any hill that, would give politics 
a foothold in the conservation de­ 
partm ent.’ 
“ That is exactly what the pres­ 
ent bill would do. 
It seems In­ 
credible that the 
governor 
has 
changed his mind on this issue, 
that he now intends to support 
tho very type of bill to which he

Gaines sent out a special bulle­ 
tin late this week to all member 
clubs of the MUCCI, urging them 
to take prompt and decisive action 
against the nine-man commission 
bill.

ON DEER KILL 


Hunters’ Cards Indicate 
48,603 Filled Licenses 
In 1938 Season 


If the old fallacy that “ figures 
can’t lie ” still needs to be refuted, 
the evidence could be found 
in 
the hunter report card tabulations 
now underw ay tn the game d iv i­ 
sion of the departm ent of conser­ 
vation. 
Although indications are 
that 
more bucks were killed during the 
1938 season than during 19 3 7 or 
any other season since the one- 
buck law went into effect, 
the 
tabulators are not w illin g to con­ 
cede the point w ithout q ualifica­ 
tion. 
And there’s good reason for 
their hesitancy. 
W hen the report 
cards 
were 
first checked on a 
20 
percent 
sam pling basis the result showed 
a k ill of more than 56,000 bucks. 
This figure was reached by count­ 
ing the num ber of bucks actually 
reported bagged by the first 20 
percent of the estimated 160,000 
hunters believed to have bought 
deer licenses last year. 
B u t the 
computed k ill dropped in 
each 
successive and sim ilar sampling. 
F o r 30 per cent of the total num ­ 
ber of hunters, the k ill was com­ 
puted at 51,000 and now the re­ 
sult gained from a 
40 
percent 
sam pling is 48,603 bucks killed. 
A sim ilar decline was noted in 
the com putation of reports in pre­ 
vious years. 
The k ill also show­ 
ed highest in the first tabulations, 
decreasing as the number of re­ 
ports checked was increased. F o r 
193 7 a 20 percent check showed 
a k ill of 51.189, for 30 percent it 
was 47,840, for 40 percent it was 
44,775 and for 65 percent 
the 
figure had dropped to 40,637. 
Nevertheless, the percentage of 
successful hunters in 193 8 
re­ 
mains above that for the previous 
year. 
In a 40 percent sampling 
in 1937, the percentage of hunt­ 
ers who got their bucks was fig­ 
ured at 28.4. 
This year’s 40 per­ 
centage sam pling shows 30.4 per­ 
cent successful. 
How much of a drop occars in 
the next com putation, to be made 
soon. w ill give a fairly accurate 
indication of what the 1938 k ill 
reached. 
Although the total num ­ 
ber of bucks bagged was expected 
to be larger than for the previous 
year because more persons are be­ 
lieved to have gone deer hunting 
in M ichigan in 1938 than in 1937, 
the percentage of successful hunt­ 
ers w ill be the key figure.

State’s juvenile delinquency bill, 
it has been revenled bv the M ichi­ 
gan 
Child 
Guidance 
Institute, 
' U niversity of Michigan organiza­ 
tion for study and treatment of 
wayward boys and girls. 
The $1,100,000 figure is 
the 
minimum cost 
of apprehending, 
treating, and disposing of the 3,- 
600 to 6,000 hoys and girls who 
annually pass through M ichigan’s 
83 Juvenile courts on delinquency 
charges. 
It 
includes 
costs 
tft 
courts, police departments, sher­ 
iff's offices, and state and private 
correctional schools. 
The figure does not include the 
damage done by the delinquents 
before they are apprehended nor 
the costs of the continued crim ­ 
inal carers of 
several 
hundred 
former juvenile delinquents who 
go on each year to convictions in 
adult courts. 
O fficials of the Child Guidance 
Institute arrived at the $1,100,- 
0 00 delinquency bill by uddlng the 
budgets of the Bo ys’ Vocational 
School at 
Lansing, 
the 
G irls’ 
Training School at Adrian, several 
private correctional 
institutions, 
and the local estimates of 49 pro­ 
bate judges, 22 sheriffs, and 19 
police chiefs. 
The State W elfare aud Correc­ 
tions departm ents report, that ju ­ 
venile courts in M ichigan handled 
3,635 delinquent boys and girls 
last year. 
Estim ates for 
1938, 
with delinquency at this relatively 
low figure (5,813 cases ware han­ 
dled in 
1937), put the cost at 
$1,104,799. 
Cost to the counties of the State 
totaled $580,018. 
This 
figure 
breaks down as follows: time and 
expense of polioemen and sheriff’s 
deputies, $86,801; 
detention be­ 
fore and after hearings. 
$248,- 
002; court costs, $150,120; and 
probation and foeter-home treat­ 
ment, $94,506. 
Institutional 
costs, 
largely 
borne by the Blate, the Institute 
report continues, stood at $524,- 
781. 
This money was spent as 
follows: the two fltate schools, at 
Lansing and A d rian, 
$416,287; 
cost of conveying cases, $8,494; 
Ford Republic, S ta rr 
Common­ 
wealth, House of the Good Shep­ 
ard, and other private correction­ 
al Institutions, $100,000. 
Police 
and 
court 
officials 
throughout the State, the In sti­ 
tute, the Institute reports, unite 
in stressing the additional costs 
not covered 
by 
these estimates 
and the ultim ate economy of pre­ 
vention as com pared to the pres­ 
ent tremendous am ount spent for

Washington, D. C.— In this era 
of cooperative financing no insti­ 
tution is doing so much for 
the 
farmer as the national farm loan 
associations. 
Time 
was 
when 
farmers who desired 
to 
borrow 
money had to make arrangement 
with some private lender or bank. 
In many Instances this was not 
always easy, for the 
individual 
lender usually had more applica­ 
tions than capital, and banks, es­ 
pecially In 
small 
communities, 
were not always in position 
to 
make loans on long terms. Thus 
farmers were often left to shift 
for themselves regardless of their 
security on which to obtain a loan. 
That condition has not been com­ 
pletely removed, but the changes 
made by loan associations 
have 
brought a new era for farmers. 
A large per cent of farmers who 
nowT borrow money receive 
aid 
through national farm loan asso­ 
ciations that came into existence 
as a result of Federal land banks. 
There are approximately 5000 of 
these associations, and the coop­ 
erative assistance of members has 
done much to make it possible for 
many farmers to procure 
loans 
who otherwise might find it diffi­ 
cult. 
The national farm loan associa­ 
tions are 
cooperative 
organiza­ 
tions of borrowers through which 
Federal land bank loans are us­ 
ually obtained. 
These 
associa­ 
tions were organized by groups 
of farmers for the purpose of ob­ 
taining their farm mortgage cred­ 
it cooperatively on a long-term re­ 
payment plan through the facili­ 
ties of Federal land banks. Groups 
of farm ers— at least ten in 
each 
group— with a total of at 
least 
$20,000 of applications for mort- 
! gage loans, submit to the 
land 
: bank their applications for loans, 
articles of 
association, 
by-laws 
and organization plans, and make 
request for a charter. 
After ap­ 
praisal of the applicants’ farms 
and investigation of the organiza­ 
tion, groups meeting requirements 
are given charters. 
The two principal functions of 
the associations are to 
endorse 
Federal land bank loans and col­ 
lect maturing installments. 
In 
some 
instances 
Federal 
land 
banks depend on associations for 
the management 
and 
sale 
of 
farms owned by the bank. 
National farm loan associations 
operate under the supervision of 
the Farm Credit Administration. 
Membership is confined to farmers 
and livestock corporations obtain­ 
ing Federal land bank loans on 
farm property. 
Each 
member 
subscribes to stock in the associa­ 
tion equal to five per cent of the 
loan he desires to obtain. 
This 
terminates when the 
loan 
has 
been repaid and the stock in the 
association owned by the borrow­ 
er has been retired. 
A m em ber’s stock is 
pledged 
with the association as collateral 
security for the loans endorsed 


by It. 
The association in turn 
subscribes to an equal amount of 
stock in the Federal land bank. 
This stock is held by the bank as 
collateral security for the loans 
endorsed by the association. When 
the borrower pays his loan in full, 
the bank retires its stock which 
was subscribed by the association 
at the time the loan was made. 
Methods of Securing Loans 
In localities where there is no 
active association. 
the 
district 
land bank may make direct loans 
to farmers. 
Borrowers obtaining 
direct loans subscribe for capital 
stock in the bank in the amount 
of $5.00 for each $100 or frac­ 
tion thereof borrowed. 
A farm­ 
er who obtains a direct loan may 
agree that he will unite with oth­ 
er borrowrers to form an associa­ 
tion when there are ten or more 
borrowers. 
A farmer who desires a loan on 
j a farm applies to 
tho 
national 
; farm loan association operating 
! in the county in w’hieh the prop­ 
erty is located. 
Since there are 
some 5000 national farm loan as­ 
sociations in the United 
States, 
practically all agricultural coun­ 
ties are served and most farmers 
have reasonably convenient 
ac­ 
cess to the office of an associa­ 
tion. 
When the association receives 
an application for a loan the se­ 
curity is appraised by the loan 
committee of the association and 
the application and appraisal re­ 
port are acted upon by the board 
of directors of the association. 
If 
approved, it is submitted to the 
bank. 
The security is then 
ap­ 
praised by a land bank appraiser, 
who is an independent official. 
If the report of the appraiser 
is favorable and the land bank 
approves the loan, it is then nec­ 
essary to clear title to the prop­ 
erty, record the mortgage, 
and 
complete the loan specifications, 
including insurance on 
improve­ 
ments provided for in the loan. 
The farm er’s mortgage papers and 
note, endorsed by the association, 
become the security for the loan. 
The association endorses the land 
bank check to the farmer who 
must use the proceeds 
for 
ap­ 
proved purposes. 
Strictly speaking, national farm 
loan associations do not 
make 
loans. 
They accept applications 
for loans from eligible farmers, 
which if approved by the direc­ 
tors. are submitted to the land 
banks.

capital of the association, and the 
bank stock purchased by the as­ 
sociations normally furnishes the 
capital of the land banks. 
This 
capital, together with uny capital 
furnished by the Federal Govern­ 
ment, is not used for loan 
pur­ 
poses. 
It becomes additional se­ 
curity for the bonds issued 
aud 
sold by the banks to investors. 
A farmer who obtains a land 
bank loan makes a fixed payment 
annually 
or 
semi-annually. 
A 
portion of the payment is for In­ 
terest and the balance is applied 
on the principal, thus gradually 
reducing the debt. 
For example 
on a $1000 loan bearing the con­ 
tract interest rate of four 
per 
cont, the semi-annual payment is 
$27.00. 
On the first payment the 
interest is $2 0.00 and the princi­ 
pal $7.00. 
With each fixed pay­ 
ment the interest is less and the 
principal payment is greater. 
Sources of Income 
National farm loan associations 
derive their income for operating 
expenses 
from 
fees 
on 
loans 
closed. 
Fees are limited to one 
per cent of the amount of each 
Federal land bank 
loan 
closed 
through the associations. 
An ad­ 
ditional sourco of income is pro­ 
vided in cases where the associa­ 
tions agree with the banks to un­ 
dertake the servicing of loans en­ 
dorsed for their 
members, 
and 
other loans, and acquired real es­ 
tate which may be designated for 
servicing. 
In such cases, banks 
agree to make certain allowances 
available, provided the 
associa­ 
tions undertake the responsibility 
of servicing loans and real estate 
under terms and conditions speci­ 
fied in the agreement. 
These al­ 
lowances ordinarily are sufficient 


to cover the association’s expense 
in performing the servicing job 
and. 
in 
addition, 
provide 
for 
building up the association’s re­ 
serves. 
The fundamental principles 
of 
agricultural cooperation are the 
foundation of the system which 
has been established 
exclusively 
for service to farmers and stock­ 
men. 
Credit is an important and 
necessary element in 
the 
farm 
business. 
Through their cooper­ 
atively owned and operated na­ 
tional farm loan associations and 
Federal land banks, farmers are 
securing their long-term mortgage 
credit on a permanent 
business 
basis on terms and under condi­ 
tions hest suited to the farming 
business.

Milk—Perfect Food 


Health Department Discusses Dairy Products 
of Peninsula In Series of Articles 


Milk, often term ed “ the perfect 
food” is discussed in the last of a 
series of articles written by Henry 
Newkirk, Delta county health de­ 
p artm en t sanitarian, for the Es­ 
canaba Daily Press. The series is 
designed to provide readers with a 
better knowledge of 
milk 
and 
dairy products and a better un­ 
derstanding of problems involved 
in their control. This article deals 
with 
cheese, 
butterm ilk 
and 
cream, and discusses milk borne 
epidemics. 
Cheese is one of the oldest of 
the milk products. It is a concen­ 
trated and valuable food. Roughly 
speaking, many varieties contain 
about one third fat, one fourth 
protein and 
one 
third 
water. 
Cheese varies in its richness de­ 
pending upon its manufacture. In 
cheese 
produced 
from 
soured 
milk, much of the calcium is lost 
in the whey. Such is not the case 
twhen cheese is prepared from ren- 
Jaet. In general to m ake cheese 
milk is coagulated or curdled by 
rennet or acids forming the thick­ 
ened 
part 
called 
“ casein” 
or 
“ c u rd ” and a sweet watery part 
called “ whey.” (The renn et is the 
inner m em brane of the stomach 
of cattle containing the ferment 
which has the power to 
curdle 
milk). 
C h e e s e m a k e r 
save 
the 
whey for the farm ers to use for 
feeding purposes. 
After precipitation of the curd 
a process of ripening follow s dur­ 
ing which tim e the 
curd 
has 
changed from an insoluable sub­ 
stance to soluble bodies. The di­ 
gestion of the casein if effected 
principally through the agency of 
bacteria, and partially by enzy­ 
mes. 
Two 
types of cheese are 
made from the ripened curd, the 
“hard” and the “so ft/' the differ­ 
ence is due to 
the 
mechanical 
tre atm en t of the curd. The milk 
for the hard cheeses 
is 
curdled 
rapidly, and much o f the whey is 
separated from the curd by heat­ 
ing, m anipulation, and pressure. 
For soft cheeses the whey is never 
thoroughly 
drained 
from 
the 
curd. In the soft cheeses 
(Brie, 
Camembert, Lim burger) bacteria 
and m olds contribute to the ripen­ 
ing. The fam ous R oquefort cheeee 
owes its characteristics to a mold 
which grows at low tem peratures 
prevailing in the lim estone 
cav­ 
erns com m on In that district of 


France which gives its nam e to 
the cheese. 
The 
hard 
cheeses 
(Cheddar, Swiss, American, Edam 
and others) are thought to be rip­ 
ened exclusively by bacteria with­ 
out intervention of molds. 
B acteria Participate 
The ripening of cheese, there­ 
fore, 
may 
be 
considered as a 
process in which different groups 
of bacteria participate, one species 
after a nother gaining the upper 
hand. 
The 
so-called 
“ cottage 
cheese” sold in the U. S. is merely 
unripened curd. 
Acidophilus milk takes its name 
from 
Bacillus acidophilus, pure 
cultures of which are used to sour 
milk. 
In recent years there has 
been a renew-al of interest in sour 
milk therapy for chronic consti­ 
pation and other intestinal dis­ 
orders. 
Butterm ilk is the product that 
remains 
when 
fat 
is removed 
from milk or cream, 
sweet 
or 
sour, in the process of churning. 
“ C u ltu red ” buttermilk is the pro­ 
duct obtained by souring p asteur­ 
ized skimmed or partially skim ­ 
med milk with a suitable culture 
of lactic bacteria. 
Cream is that portion of milk 
which is rich in milk fat, and 
which rises to the 
surface 
on 
standing or is separated by cen­ 
trifugal force. 
Whipping cream 
legally cannot have less th a n SO 
per 
cent 
milk fat, and coffee 
cream not less than 18 per cent. 
Usually dairymen keep their per­ 
centages 3-4 points higher than 
th e legal limit. 
Raw cream as a 
rule is much thicker th a n pas­ 
teurized cream, although t h e per­ 
centage of fat in each one m ay be 
the same. 
This condition is due 
to the fact th at the heat of pas­ 
teurization 
prevents 
the cream 
from staying thick. 
Milk 
borne 
epidemics 
some­ 
tim es 
have 
an explosive onset, 
rise to a peak, and decline grad ­ 
ually. The character depends upon 
the am o un t of infection in the 
milk, the m anner of its distribu­ 
tion, the num ber of persons who 
drink it, and many other factors. 
When you consider the n u m b e r of 
people 
who 
handle milk it’s a 
wonder that there is not more in­ 
fected m ilk. 
First In the line of 
possibilities 
is 
the 
cow Itself, 
then the m ilker, or farmer, the 
bottler, 
the 
bottle washer, and 


finally the distributor. 
The n u m ­ 
ber of people involved may vary 
from a few to a hundred or more. 
Only a single bottle may be in­ 
fected. and thus convey the dis­ 
ease to only one person; on the 
other hand, many gallons of mix­ 
ed dairy milk may become infec­ 
ted and produce disease in many 
hundred persons. 
As a rule, milk 
outbreaks last a short time and 
extend over a circumscribed area, 
because the disease follows the 
milk wagon. 
Naturally a milk borne disease 
shows up especially among milk 
drinkers. 
Another striking fact 
is th a t people living under the 
best sanitary and economic con­ 
ditions will be affected the most 
because they are the ones who 
can 
afford 
and do drink milk 
more freely than those in of low 
income. 
Likewise outbreaks are 
higher among women and chil­ 
dren, 
who 
are usually credited 
with drinking more milk 
than 
men.

That the Federal Social Secur­ 
ity Act 
provides

conditions for lump sum payment 
is revealed in a 
letter 
to 
the 
Chamber of I^ahor from Wheelock 
Chamberlain of tile Marquette of­ 
fice of the Social Security Board. 
The text of the letter: 
“ You undoubtedly 
know 
that 
any individual 6 5 years of age, 
who, since Dec. 31, 19 36, and be­ 
fore attaining age 66, has been 
engaged in 
employment 
covered 
by the old-age benefit provisions 
of the Federal Social Security Act 
may he entitled to 
a 
lump-sum 
payment, and that such individual 
need not stop working to receive 
this payment. 
“ Furthermore, under the Social 
Security Act and regulations, the 
widow, widower, 
children, 
par­ 
ents. grandchildren 
or 
estate of 
any individual in covered employ­ 
ment who has died since Decem­ 
ber 31. 19 36, and before reaching 
age 6 5. may be entitled to such 
payment. 
“ if you will advise this office 
of any employees, or near rela­ 
tives of deceased employees, who 
you believe may 
be 
eligible 
for 
such payments, and who have not 
filed claims therefor, we will glad­ 
ly aid them in filing claims for 
such payments as may he due.”

A ta ckle box should have sep­ 
a r a t e c o m p a r tm e n ts for reels, for 
sp a re lines, for hooks, a n d for the 
va rious types of lures. 
It should 
be so con s tru c ted t h a t th e lures 
are 
protected 
because m any a 
j a m m e d 
tackle 
box h as ruined 
plugs a n d other baits m uch m ore 
quickly th an th e most savage fish 
in t h e water. 
T h e r e should be a c o m p a r tm e n t 
for first aid needs a u d one for 
pliers, stringers, and o th e r items 
so n ec es sary to c o m fo rta b le fish­ 
ing. 
If there isn t room in your

It should 
also be small e n o u g h to fit into 
c o m p a r t m e n t s or u n d e r boat seats 
w h ere it w’o n ’t be kic ked a r o u n d 
d u r i n g tense moments. 
Your tackle box sh o u ld be of 
s tr o n g constru c tio n an d yet not 
so heavy that it will be a b u rd e n 
over p o rtage s an d c a r ry in g a r o u n d 
from boats to cabins, a n d so on.

proof to protect y o u r baits, reels, 
and lines.

The suit contended Atwood dis­ 
missed Cahalan Jan. 13 without 
investigation and without report­ 
ing the reasons for the dismissal 
to the civil service commission. It 
charged the civil service commis­ 
sion gave him no opportunity for 
a hearing as provided by law.

“ Refilmed To Hear Testim ony” 
“ A thorough study of the law 
and its operation was not made by 
the com m ittee. The com m ittee re­ 
fused to listen to officials of the 
civil service 
department, 
repre­ 
sentatives of the Michigan Merit 
System association and others. 
“They were not given an op­ 
portunity of suggesting 
possible 
legislative 
corrections or rebut­ 
ting testim ony of w itnesses who 
obviously had an ax to grind be­ 
cause civil service had obstructed 
their freedom of action in matters 
where it was the best interests of 
Die state that they be restricted. 
“The attitude of the attorney 
general's staff was that of perse­ 
cution until publicly reprimanded 
by Governor Fitzgerald. The m em ­ 
bers of the civil service com m is­ 
sion were required to stand inqui­ 
sition without benefit of counsel,

YOUNG TROUT 
GROWING FAST 


State Hatcheries Report 
Fish Two Weeks Ahead 
of Schedule

Thousands of brook and brown 


I trout now' being reared In 
state 
I hatcheries are about two 
w eeks 


I ahead of schedule in 
rate 
of 
; growth. 
The trout fry 
began 
feeding 
this winter at the earliest 
date 
recorded for this event in Michi­ 
gan hatcheeries in several years. 
First signs of the 
Infant 
fish 
being interested in taking nour­ 
ishment. from the water were not­ 
iced the the first week of 
last 
month and by the middle of the 
month all of the fry had started to 
feed. Usually the fry do not be­ 
gin feeding until about two weeks 
later. 
The reason, pointed out by A. B. 
Cook, Jr., assistant chief of 
the 
fish division, department of con­ 
servation, is because the spawning 
season last fall cam e earlier than 
usual due to abnormal weather 
conditions. 
To avoid overcrowding as the 
fish grow in size, it may be nec­ 
essary to plant a number of 
the 
fish early. As m any as can be ac­ 
commodated, 
however, 
will 
be 
held in the hatcheries through the 
winter, transferred to the outdoor 
rearing 
station 
ponds In the 
spring and planted next fall. 
A 
number are held over each year, 
of course, to serve as brook stock. 
Mr. Cook, who has just return­ 
ed from a tour of inspection of the 
hatcheries, reports that the 
cur­ 
rent hatch of trout is in excellent 
condition but that special 
care 
will have to he exercised by 
the 
fish culturista to avoid loss from 
disease as the indirect result 
of 
crowding. 
The trout hatched from 
eggs 
which were speeded in their 
de­ 
velopment by the use of artificial 
light in a new experim ent in fish 
culture and propagation, also are 
reported to he in good health and 
are m aintaining a relatively 
ad­ 
vanced stage of 
growth. 
This 
hatch of trout is being cared for 
at the Thompson hatchery. 
The 
eggs from which they were hatch­ 
ed came from a concern in Rhode 
Island where artificial light was 
employed to hoodwink the 
trout 
into believing the spawning 
sea­ 
son had arrived before it actually 
had. By hurrying the 
spawning 
and also the developm ent of
